CVACAVILLE 



The town of Vacaville dates back to 1850 when 
Manual Cabeza de Vaca deeded to William McDaniel 
nine square miles of land for $3000 on condition that 
one square mile of it be devoted to a town named 
Vacaville. 

Fruit production became the primary product, and 
businesses and buildings sprang up to serve the 
agricultural community. Adding greatly to the success 
of this growth was the continuing improvement of the 
road connecting Sacramento and San Francisco, plus a 
railway trunk line that served the industrial and 
commercial needs of the city. 

Dating back along with the city's beginning is the 
first recorded Fiesta in 1848. This celebration was for 
the marriage of a granddaughter of both the Pena's and 
the Vaca's. People came from all over California and 
the Fiesta lasted a week. Today the Fiesta has become 
an annual affair that both young and old alike look 
forward to with great anticipation. In these modern 



times, Vacaville serves its people well. Situated at the 
foot of rolling hills and picturesque mountains, it 
boasts a most enviable commodity — a healthful 
climate. The low humidity makes for ideal country liv- 
ing; temperatures seldom get below freezing or 
uncomfortably hot. There are no strong winds, no 
snow, and the area is almost fog-free. There is an 
average of 26 inches of rain per season. This ideal 
weather, along with the accessibility to recreational 
areas, has prompted the building of a beautiful retire- 
ment community called Leisure Town.
